PRE-HISTORIC IMPLEMENTS. 
Some time, ago ‘Herr ‘Ecker propose 
divide the pré-historic time into a pré-mo- 
tallic and’a metallic time, instead of the three 
periods of stone, bronze, aud.iron, His rea- 
sous were that, the-eartier period was cha- 
racterised rather by the non-use of mets} 
than by the uae of stone, and thut the phrase 
“ metal period” leaves ‘undecided: which of 
the metals first came.into ‘use. As to how 
‘mun came to use metals, ha tias lately urged 
that it was accidentally through observations 
in working-stone. Che savage, eg., found a 
stone ;.he. hammered it‘in’ order to chip it 
into shapo ;. no pieces, ‘however, ‘broke off, 
but the stone pradually took, under hammer. 
ing the dosired form. This malleable stone 
was solid edpper. Thus, in northern North 
America, copper. seems. to. haye been the 
. wetal which first came into.use. Tnanother 
“place. the savages found. that among the 
stones. which they ‘used for fireplaces, oie 
got red and glowing with intense beat, and 
then could be hammered in this state. .This 
waa the iron ‘bloom... It-ia prabable-thut in 
Central Africa iron was the metal which firet
